In his youngster days, having a little re- 
dundant time and MJi)erHuoiifl energy to give 
to pursuits outside his immediate new^papci 
work, he felt, roistakinly perhaps, that be 
might render the party and tho State some 
service by engaging personally in the political 
activities aboat bim. Sotting hit face rosola- 
tely against the holding of office, he did not 
think hiir disinter^tedness as a journalist and 
hit usefollness as a dtiaen would be impaired, 
or pat to qaestion, if he accepted on occasion 
soch posts of empty honor as unsolicited some- 
times came to him. Thus it happened that ho 
sat in manj State Conventions and in six 
National Conventions, presiding over one of 
the latter, that which nominated Tilden and 
and Hendricks in 1870, and^posen as chair- 
man of the Platform Committee in those of 
1880 and 18b8, not wholly a cipher in any, 
aa his enemies might lie willing to allow, io 
1892, when, notwithstanding his expressed 
opposition to the nomination (»f Mr, Cleve- 
land he was named ])y .Hcclainntion to head 
the delegation in tlio NatioiKi! Convention of 
that year, liis cup of happiness, in having at 
least the personal good-will and approval of 
his fellow Denioorats of Kentucky, was full to 
the lirim. Tlifii and tluM'e he fully resolved 
that ne\ er again would he cro.ss the threshold 
of a political Convention. 

This purpose be adhered to and maintained 
until an exigency appeared or acemed to 
appear, last August, when, obedient to a sense 
of daty, he took a seat in the State Conven- 
tioD at great inconvenience to himself, having 
BOthing to gain except the substantiation of a 
sound axiomatic Democratic principle. Under 
the ministrations of the Hon. Percy Haley, the 
Hon. J. C. W. Beekham and the Hon. James 
B. McCreary this sound Democratic principle

Yet in spite of the blight they 
ctought to put u])on him, he accepted the re- 
sult with philosophy, and a proper sense of 
self- respect, proceeding faithfully !<» d<> hid 
party duty. There, therein and t hereon be 
has always stood and stands to-day. 

His oleetionto the next Xnlioiml Democratic 
Convention by th*; Democrats of Kentucky 
can add not an in(.'h to his height, breadth or 
thickness. lie is sutliciently happy and 
honored to behold flie great issue of Tariff 
reform indentified with his name eorn(! bai-k 
to its rightful plac(! as the pai amount issue 
of the National cam|)aign bef()ro us. He 
voluntarily took himself to the rear l.ing ago
